The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search with respect to the changes to the preamble and to the ingredients of claims 23-25, 
including new issues under 37 C.F.R. § 1 12 and of new matter. For example, there is no clear 
basis or support for the addition of calcium and manganese from Table 5 in preference to any of 
the other ingredients from this table which are not part of "a daily dosage" composition. 



Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be 

persuasive. Regarding applicant's argument that basis for "A daily dosage of a composition" is 

found at page 5, lines 29-32, it is noted that this section of the specification broadly states: 

"The daily intake of the metabolic compounds of the Krebs cycle is further enhanced by 
the addition of ascorbate, thiamine, riboflavin, certain minerals and trace elements and 
other cofactors for the enzymatic reaction in this cycle. Optimum supply of these 
coenzymes can compensate -at least in part- for the insufficient availability of the enzyme 
itself due to a genetic defect, e.g., fiimarase deficiency " 

The relevance of this statement to the invention as now claimed is not delineated with 
any particularity. 

The further arguments are directed to claims that are not entered. Therefore, these 

arguments are not persuasive of error in the rejections.
